[ The mare's udder must be kept clean 
I to prevent Intestinal Infection In the 
I foal. A lukewarm aolutlon of U per 
cent coal tar disinfectant, followed by 
rinsing with warm water. Is good. The 
hind pans should be washed dally for 
the first week. 

If necessary, the dam's milk flow can 
he stlmtilalPil with such feed as plent.v 
of pasturage, oats, rolled barley, wheat, 
bran, and corn. But If the foal suf¬ 
fers from loo rich milk, then the dam's 
dally ration supply should be curtailed. 

The earlier the foal learns to eat 
solid foods, Ihe better for Itself and 
Its mother. A lulgtiire with equal parts 
of oats, bran, and cmeked corn la good. 
Units should he given clover, alfalfa, 
or other logamo liny ns soon as they 
will eat It. Plenty of water Is Impor¬ 
tant. 

When Ihe iiiiire Is worked, the coH 
should he left In a cool stall, with the 
mure being hrouglit to the barn to 
sin-kle the colt In the middle of the 
forenoon and afternoon. 

In weaning. Ihe mare and colt must 
he kept well sepnruleil until the milk 
flow has comidotely stopped, or the 
process will have to he repeated. The 
weaning should start when the colt Is 
six months old, and the mare's rations 
should he cut down until she has drloil

Prevent Pig Parasites 

It Is niui-li eatder, according to the 
specialist nt the Department of .Agri¬ 
culture. to prevent small pigs from 
becoming Infested with Intestinal para¬ 
sites, such us the roundw-ortii, than It 
Is to rid the pigs of them once tha 
parasites have become established. 
The imrusltes are quite easily con¬ 
trolled by Ihe use of a sanitation sys¬ 
tem which should he started before 
the birth of Ihe pigs. Clean furrowing 
pens are essential and the sow should 
be thoroughly washed, before she Is 
turned Into the pen. After the pigs 
are born they should be kept In clean 
pastures until they are about four 
months old. 


If iiiUk Is available, see that the lay¬ 
ing pullets and hens have an ahiiii- 
diiuee of ll. Milk or meat pnaliiets 
should Ih' fed in addition to corn or 
wheat, oyslersliell or limestone, ant] 
suit. Egg prle.-s are likely to he eom- 
paratlvely gmal this vear.

Irradiation Improves Milk 

Among the newer methods of treul- 
Ing milk to Improve Us quality Irradl- 
utloii hy violet rays Is gaining favor. 
According to work done at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin, Madison, milk 
thus treated has a slightly lower bae- 
terlal count nnd lower acidity Ihnn 
ordinary whole milk. It wns found 
that at refrigerator temperatures Ir¬ 
radiated milk will keep several hours 
longer thiiii whole milk not so treated. 
This added keeping quality Is partly 
due to a very slight reduction In the 
development of acidity of the milk 
after IrrnUlutlon. 


Hoeing the Garden 

Gardeners can stive both their hacks 
and their plants hy not hoeing too 
deeply, points out A. E. Hutchins, 
vegetable specialist, University Farm, 
St. l*aul. Deep garden cultivation In¬ 
jures the roots of the crop, he soys, 
and the dust mulch thereby created Is 
of no value In preserving moisture, us 
many experiments have shown. The 
primary puritose of garden cultivation 
Is to kill weeds, and this con be done 
Biitlsfuctorlly by merely scraping the 
surface of the soil with a sharp hoe, 
thus cutting off the weeds. Ilowevar, 
It Is usually easier to cultivate the 
Burfiiee soli a little during this oiiera- 
tlon. and siieh shallow cultivation Is 
advisable on heavy clay soil. This 
shallow cultivation shoiild he given 
after each rain to kill weeds ns their 
seeds germinate and to break up the 
crust fornied wlieii tlie rain dries off.
